Lloyd. «iM» Uvea In 
Athens, was In ManefkMl In early 
January, and noticed that each of 
the rooms in the houae had bee n

Firefighters renMlnad until 6:30 
a.m., and Mansfield fireaMin con-

The fad 
that none of the aaarby buildings 
burned Is perhape a tribute to the 
competence of the fire companies. 

Fire Chief Joe Thompson said 
water played on the fire fell in semi- 
frosen droplets, and Routes 6 and 
15 were closed until 8 a.m. Monday 
morning because of ice buildup. Pen- 
' nDOT offldala reported six Inches of 
Ice on surrounding side streets. 

Ironically, the house was a 
beautiful thing to see the next morn- 
ing, blackened walls and charred 
timbers covarod by ^scades of 
'white ice. Days wlll pMa before in-

Bert this event 
was overshadowed by the release of fifty-two 
Americans who spent nearly a year and a 
liaJf in captivity, and subsequently attained 
their freedom, only to be swaUowedoip by . 

And in the sportsT 
vikiM% Wktisx perennial, kxring football 
team from the "City of Brotherly Love," was 
added ^to that city's list of winners by 
defiBatii^ the Amorous CoviAx>ys an the.

■ Yet an these occurrences contriuled 
sharply with the never ending spiral of infla- 
tion. The dollar still does not amount JQ the 
value of a dollar. However this same **non- 
doUar" bu^ fewer goods. And in this reveia- 
tioin, one ponders some of the resulting 
twists: though one gallon of gasoline almost 
costs the average guzzler half of his^^dwindl- . 
ing life savings, American oil CQinpwiles ' 
continue to record huge proffts; now that the 
price of mailing a letter has inflated, the early 
days of the Pony Express seem like a 
desirable regression (for twenty cents, a letter 
wouM have travelled a long di^ne%«and 
rel^ely as fast); and the prime lendir^ rate 
that ex^edt tmnty percent paraUeb the 
former and tagh^ illegal interest rates of kNui 
shariis.

several billion dollar^. Furthernfiirt, '

the buck really stop here? 

Like the .simultaneous event of Reagan's 
swearing-in cerempnics, the end of the 
hostagit ordeal - also h^d its twists: 
Throughout the long period, the country- 
and the hostages' relatives in particular-had 
received continual signs of hope, only for the 
light at the end of the tunnel to darken wi^ 
frequient threats upon the c»pthws bves. 
ABC disclosed the secret negotiations of the 
crisis, that contradicted the endless published 
reports. Some examples of tfie netwoA 's 
d iscl o s ure s inchidedlN aUess^^revtrsal of 
U.N. Se^iettev General Kurt WaMheim's at- 
tempts to form an inquiry commission to in- 
vestigate U.S. "crimes." the U.S. govern- 
ments' endeavors to keep die shah in 
Panama, and finally, the ex-prasklent's in- 
ability to announce the hostages' release, 
after having just succeedvd in bargaining for 
their frvedom. The centef of the entfar^ orteis 
was the lunatk:-the obese,, bearded ami very 
insane antafionist-yvho, with his straw mat, 
had arrivtd in Iran on Jaf». 20, 1979 to lead 
his crazed followers in the kidnapping . of 
diplpmats(on Nov. 4. 1979). An historical 
irony prevailed when the Americans were 
released on Jaii. 20. 1981, just forty-one 
minutat afkw>the oath taken by the new 
president (elected Nov. 4, 1980). 

A more refr^eshing and friendlier turn of 



the tables centered on the city of 
Philadelphia and that great ApM^icaii 
_jptBSttinie-football. For yetes, Philad^lphians 
had to suffer as fans in a haven of losing 
spKjrts teams. W.C. Fields once remarked of 
the town in general by quipping that he 
"spent two weeks in Philadelphia one night." 
Bvr Jokes like this wer« laid to eternal rest 
aftcar years ol success by the Flyers, tfw 
reaching of the N.B.A finals by the 76'ers, 
the capture of the worid cha|niMWU||iip by , 
the Phillies, and now th^tbiMng of ihs 
Eagles; sports-minded Philade^hians now 
hdd their heads high. Their ironk: tale has 
evolved because of the transformation from 
k>n^-time kwcrs to immediate winners.

chide ttut there ai« similarities hi even 4hese 
three totally different subjects. They occur- 
red in different tenths of time; however their 
dates crossed on several occasions. For all 
three of these stories invoked American. 
Perhaps the ultimate irorty is that 
Philadelphia-the birthplace of the nation- 
symbolizes American pride with its winning 
teams and American freedom with its Liberty 
BeU. And vk(ith th^ release of the hostages, 
tf«e rest of tfw cooCitty can rejokiein sharing 
Philadelphia's image of its monument, under 
a system of smooth governmental transWon, 
whk:h is ironically outlined in a document 
that had ^ oeated in JPhiMelphia.

Afler sitting arouiKl on this campus for' 
the past three years without saying anything 
of ina)or importance, and after seeing the 
leit ci the student body "doing the exact 

h'tm^mmn aetlvismr^ 

At a time when the students of MSC are not 
in the forefront of college concerns. 1 believe 
that there* are many good reason's for bring- 
ing our interests to light once again. The 
folkMving are a few of my reasons for hoping 
that this student body once again takes an 
active role in the running of this college. 

For Hie past two years we have had to 
put up with a presklerit who refuses to talk to 
students, faculty members, and her own ad- 
ministrators. When she's not off taking trips 
to Haway. Kentucky or the Virgin Islands, 
she is destroying the quality of our education 
and contiributing to an afarendy confused • * 
situation.' She does thi« by promoting people ' - 
to high offices only to aik for their resigna 
tions ortce theylwve fallen out of her favor. 
She forces competent admintatrators to 
resign one after the other (and a new batch 
of resignations is forthcomfng) . or else she 
retrenches the faculty to the point of forcing 
itu^ts to charige ma)on due to a lack of 
profesaors. On top of this she rckiaes to grant 
new contracts on time and makes inational 
changes in policy one after the other It is not 
wortdcr that no one can make long range 
plans, no one knows when Janet is going to 



change her mind. 

Now the Thornburgh administration and 
_4)e Pennsylvania Department of Education 
are also turning' their backs on education in 
general, arwd Mansfield in particular Next 
year we'll have a budget whicb.will permit a 
zero percent growth rate, while inflation eats 
away twelve percent pf our budget. Where is 
that growth that Travis promised us?. 

At the same time grants and loans are be- 
ing eliminated or reduced to ridicuknisly low 
amounts. On top of this. tuitiorv4s to increase' 
by ^ least 150 dollars. We already have the 
high^ tuitton in the nation and have had 
the 'highest rate increases of any state system 
during the past two years. Do we need 
more? This hike means that more than 3000 
studeiits at state run colleges in Pennsyl^/ania 
will have" to drop out;- Many of them vvill be 
MSC students 

Even our own SGA does little to help us. 
How could they, when they don't even show 
up for their meetings? I think its atrocious 
that t^ of our senators art^ . two of our 
vice - presidents don't show up at their own 
meetings If they don't care about 
themselves, how do they^oqMCt ut tO care 
about their polkies? 

Finally, instead of complaining thout our. 
present situation I would like to offer the stu- 
dent readers some advice on just what they 
can do to combat these problems. First of all.

Primaries Arouse "Wet-Dry" Issue

May is h(?re at last, and along with the flowers blooming, 
so are the politicians as primary time approaches. 

This year the Mansfield primary is being held Tuesday, 
May 19 afjhe Warren ti ^Milter Elementary -School from 8 
a.m. to 8 p.m. * . . 

On the ballot this year is a "wet-dry" referendum. 
Mansfield has Virtually always been a "dry" town. That 
means liquor has never been legally sold here. 

Now is the chance to change that 

According to the Pennsylvania Liquor Control Board In- 
formation Booklet 10. Section 3. "Local Option Elections 
on the question of granting retail liquor and/or retail beer 
licenses may be initiated on petition to the County Board of 
Elections signed by electors equal to at least 25% of the 
highest vote cast for any office in the municipality at the last 
preceding general election." This has been done" and the. 
vote is up. 

According to Section 2"of the same code the number of 
licenses granted in a municipality may not exceed the ratio 
of one license of each 2000 inhabitants. The population of 
Mansfield is approxtmatcly 4200 (1975 figures). 

The "wet-dry" referendum was voted on once before in 
1973. It lost that year by about 77 votes. The elections were 
hel^ after graduation that year. Such is not the case this 
year 

One reliable source has stated that if Mansfield votes 



"wet" it will, "help the economy of the whole town by 
creating jobs, keeping money local, drawing more fron 
other communities and by boosting the tourism industry." 

He also said that so far as he knows, "there is no 
organized bppositicm to tfie referendum." 

We, the students of MSC. live in Mansfield nine months 
out of the year. We have the privilege and the responsibility 
to express our concern for the community. May 19 is our 
chance to take action. 

If you want^a "dry" Mansfield, say so. If you want a 
"wet" Mansfield, say so. Show the community you care! 
Vote, May 19, at Warren L. Miller Elementary School bet- 
ween 8 a.m. and 8 p.m. Express youir concern for OUR 
town!

Physicist Speaks at

Ernest C, Hammond Jr. spoke last Fri- 
day afternoon to a group of about 35 MSC 
students and faculty in the Planetarium, 
Hammond is a physicist from Mor"gan State 
University, Bajtlmore, Maryland. 

HammoifiiCrs topic^' was "An "Urban,^ 
Survey of the Neutron Bomb." 

The neutron bomb, said Hammond, "is 
nothing more than a low yield hydrogen 
bomb. Its military advantage is that there is 
only short-lived radiation produced and the 
area can be occupied soon after 
detonation." - 

The neutron bomb does not destroy 
buildings, as Hammond said, it would, "save

material, destroy personnel," 

This type of bomb, unlike other ther- 
monuclear weapons, is rather small, with a 
force of a fraction of a kiloton. According to 
Hammond it is most effective in a small, 
densely populated area. 

Hammond said its detonation produces 
BOOO rads. of radiation within a half-mile 
radius, and 850 rads. within a three-quarter 
mile radius of contact. 

Dr. Dowling. a physics professor at MSC 
said. "Exposed to 500 rads. an individual 
has a 50-50 chance of dying and. at the very 
least, would suffer very severe damage " 

Hammond based his talk on a survey he 
took in the city of Baltimore; Following the 
talk was a question and answer period. 



When asked his optnion of the neytr^ 
bomb. Hammorvd stated. "I don't think It's a 

real necessity. It is a menace to society." He 
added that, "there are too many other things 
we could do— space, the oceans, things of 
that nature. " Hammond was also concerned 
with social welfare programs. 

Hammond' also said that he thinks ""we'll 
hear more about this and other exotic 
warheads from the present administration," 

He concluded that as far as the riuclear 
arms race is concerned he feels that, "it is a 
danger to have all those weapons around." 

The lecture was sponsored by thv 
Human Relations Committee and the MSC 
Physics Department.

The Mountie baseball squad, plagued by 
that drefided disease called inconsistency, 
rode the rollGr-coaster to a mediocre 14-11 
record by the end of last week. Did I say 
mediocre? Mediocre for the Mounties, for 
some teams would be happy with a 14-11 
slate. But not Mountie coach John Heaps. 
"I'm disappointed," Heaps said. "It doesn't 
look like we're going anywhere. We really 
don't deserve to either; we ju^ haven't put 
our game together." 

After beating Penn State in the first game 
of a doubleheader two weeks ago. the 
Mounties went on a five game losing streak, 
the longest in 15 years for Heaps, 

The Mounties lost a pair of one-run 
garnes to Millersville (1-0. 7-6), and were 
I swept the following day by Kutztown (8-7, 
' 13-12). In the second game against Kutz- 
town, the Mounties came from behind on 
the power of Scott Miller and Bryon Singer 
homeruns to tie the game in the sixth inning 
However, Kutztown's third baseman Chris 



Dannon cracked his seventh hit of the day, a 
round tripper, to hand Mansfield loss 
number ten on'the year. 

The Mounties got back on the winning 
track against Lock Haven winning 7-6 and 
2-0, Frank Biipsius gained a save in the first 
game, pitching out of a bases-loaded jam in 
the seventh. Mike Giedlin gained the victory 
in the second game. 

Against East Stroudsburg last Sunday, 
freshman- Wayne Webb pitched a four hitter 
but a shaky Mountie defense led the way to 
four unearned runs and a 5-2 loss. Mansfield 
rallied to take the night cap 2- 1 in eight inn- 
ings behind the three hit pitching of Frank 
Brosious. The doubleheader also featured a 
fine pitching performance by East 
Stroudsburg pitcher Gary Fetter. Fetteif won 
the first game and pitched five innings of the 
second game, yielding just six hits. 

Heaps whose teams have won 20 or 
more games five out of the last six years, felt 
that the Mounties didn't "live up to their 
potential." "We never put out game together 
for any lehgth of time," Heaps commented. 



"Our pitching has been inconsistent, our in- 
field play Very shaky, and our hitting ha^ 
been about as predictable as the weatheic, 
We should have been much better up to this 
point. I can't pretend to be happy— it's been 
a disappointing year." 

Although Heaps was disappointed in his 
team's play, he did find time to dole out 
some individual praise. He felt that second 
baseman Jim Hrach, Brosius, and first 
baseiiwn Byron Singer had "outstanding 
years," and praised Mike McDermott, Miller, 
Dave Perry; and Mike Collier for having a 
"good" season. Heaps also lauded the job 
that Tim June has done for him as an assis- 
tant coach. 

While this season may have been an "off 
year" for Heaps, he is by no means throwing 
in the towel "I feel that we have a nucleus of 
a real good team. We should be able to have 
the kind of year we're used to having next 
year." And the kind of team Mansfield fans 
are used to watching.
